AMENDMENT TO THE VII SUPPLEMENTAL AGREEMENT TO THE INTER -STATE TRANSPORT 

RECIPROCAL AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENT OF ANDHRA PRADESH AND 
KARNATAKA .

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub - section (6 ) of Section 88 ofMotor Vehicles Act, 1988 ( Central 
Act 59 of 1988 ) the Government of Andhra Pradesh makes the folowing amendment to the notification issued 
vide G .O .Ms.No. 48 , TR & B . ( TR .I) Department, dated 05 - 03 - 2008 and published in Part-I, Extra Ordinary issue 
of the Andhra Pradeh Gazette No. 129 , dated 07 -03 - 2008 . 


AMENDMENT 


In the said Notification, in Annexure IV , at Sl.No . 13 , for the entries “ Peddapally to Bangalore ( Via ) 
Chintamani and Hoskote ” in Column (2) thereof the entries Madanapalli to Bangalore ( via ) Chintamani and 
Hoskote” shall be substituted . 


VIITH SUPPLEMENTAL INTER -STATE TRANSPORT RECIPROCAL AGREEMENT-ROUTES COVERED 

IN THE INTER -STATE AGREEMENT MODIFICATION OF SCHEMES UNDER SECTION 102 OF 
MOTOR VEHICLES ACT, 1988 -FINAL NOTIFICATION .

Whereas, the Government of Andhra Pradesh have published several approved schemes (hereinafter referred 
to All Approved Schemes ) under Section 68 -D of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Old Act) and Section 100 of 
Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (New Act) proposing to run and operate stage carriage services in Andhra Pradesh 
State for the purpose of providing efficient, adequate , economical and properly coordinated Road Transport 
Services ; 
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And whereas, Seventh SupplementalReciprocal Transport Agreement has been entered into between the 
State of Andhra Pradesh and Karnataka in G .O .Ms.No .48 , Transport, Roads and Buildings ( Tr.I) Department, 
dated 05 -03 - 2008 , and published in Part-I Extraordinary Andhra Pradesh Gazette No . 129 , dated 07 -03 -2008 ; 


And whereas, a clause was incorporated at I(3 ) of the said Agreement that “ Some of the routes shown in the 
Annexure -VII, VIII and IX are overlapping the notified schemes in Karnataka State as well as in Andhra Pradesh 
State . Therefore, to enable the operation of services on the notified routes, Governments of both the States can 
take action to modify the approved schemes” ; 


And whereas, a Draft of the modifications proposed to the All Approved Schemes was issued vide 
G . O .Ms. No. 306 , Transport, Roads and Buildings ( TR . 1) Department, dated 23rd October, 2008 , and published 
in Part -I Extraordinary Issue of the Andhra Pradesh Gazette No. 606 , dated 24th October, 2008, as required 
under sub - section ( 1 ) of Section 102 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (Central Act 59 of 1988) for information 
of all persons , associations , and authorities who have right under the said sub -section ( 1) of Section 88 of the 
said Act to make representations, duly giving notice inviting objections/ suggestions to / on the modifications of 
All Approved Schemes within thirty (30 ) days from the date of publication of the Notification in the Andhra 
Pradesh Gazette/Newspaper in local language; 


Wheareas certain objections / suggestions were received and heard by the Hon ble Minister for Transport on 
9th February, 2009 and it is considered by him that the objections raised are not sustainable ; 


Now , therefore , the Government of Andhra Pradesh , hereby confirm based on the above orders of the Hon ble 
Minister for Transport the following modification to All Approved Schemes, under sub -section ( 1) of Section 
102 ofMotor Vehicles Act, 1988 : 


MODIFICATION TO ALL APPROVED SCHEMES 


Now , therefore , in All Approved Schemes published under Section 68 - D of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 
(Old Act) and Section 100 ofMotor Vehicles Act , 88 (New Act), in the Note , after the last item , the following 
shall be added as next serial Number. 


“ The operators of the other States/ Andhra Pradesh State in respect of the routes shown in the Annexure - VII, 
VIII and IX which are included in the VII Supplemental Inter- State Transport Reciprocal Agreement between 
the Government of Andhra Pradesh and Karnataka published in G . O .Ms.No .48, Transport, Roads and Buildings 
( Tr .I) Departmentdated 05- 03 -2008 .”
